dressed to President Roosevelt by the 
committee appointed to investigate 
tbe conditions and conduct of the 
army in the Philippines.

and by other accessible documentary 
proof. 


The following criminal acts are al- 


eged t-> have been committed by 
numbers of the army in the Philip- 
pines: 
That kidnapping and murder 


have taken place under clrcuustaxces 
if aggravated brutality, robbery, for- 
use of men and women and assault 
on latter and infliction of death on 
other parties on the strength of evi- 
lence elicited througk torture. 


The committee further claims that 


a commissioned officer of the United 
States army murdered in cold blood a 
Ionian Catholic priest in order to steal 
he priest's money, and that a certain 
•"ilipiuo woman was attacked and tor 
tired by American soldiers. 


The aiitl Imperialists alsoclaim that

hoiva the Filipinos and that many 
facts have been suppressed or passed 
over without a properattempt to bring 
the culprits to justice. 


Andrew Carnegie is a member of

The committee declares that it

Kewark, Mt. Vernon, Marion and cities 
of that size do not require as much 
municipal machinery as Dayton or 
Canton.

the organization of the state?

of aggravated brutality, robbery, for- 
tune of men »nd women and assault 
on latter and 
Infliction of death on 


other parties on the strength of evi- 
dence elicited through torture. 


Tbe eoaiinittee further claims that 


a commissioned ofiieer of the United 
States artny murdered in cold blood a 
Roman Catholic priest in order to steal 
the priest's money, and that a certain 
Filipino woman was attacked and tor 
tured by American soldiera. 


The antl imperialists also claim that 


half the truth has not been told in re- 
gard to the 
unnecessary brutality 


j shown the Filipinos and that many 
facts hsve been suppressed or passed 
over without a proper attempt to bring 
the culprits to justicu. 


Andrew Carnegie is a member of 


the investigating committee, but, as 
h» was in Europe and it was impossi- 
ble to consult him in reg-ard to the 
letter, his signature was not appended. 


The committee decure-s that it 


(stands ready to co operate with Secre- 
tary Root's order of April 15, to the 
end that all offenders may be punished.

When a municipality get* above 5,- 


000 population its economic require- 
ments are as potent though not a» ex- 
tensive as a municipality of doable 
the number of inhabitant* or ten times 
the 
M i<mber. 
It must have police,

and lire protection; and it requires a 
roster of civic officials to give atten- 
tion to all ihwe affairs.
